Who will not 
admire ſo uncommon a boldneſs * Let the Gen- 
tiles bluſh with ſhame, let the Jews die with confu- 
fion for not believing the reſurrection of Jeſus Chriſt.

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fps church had never been agitated with a more 
violent tempeſt, than it was in the beginning of 
the laſt age. Three emperors { Diocleffian, Maximi- Wi 
az and Galerus) having united all their power, de- 
Clared war againſt it in all parts of the world. It was 
attacked within and without ; it ſaw at once two wars 
upon its arms, a civil war, and a foreign war: it was 
obliged to defend itſelf both againſt open and ſecret 
enemies. A ſingle one of theſe wars would have 
been a very great misfortune to it; what then muſt 
; have been the deplorable ſituation in which it was 
found, ſeeing itſelf on one fide expoſed to the ſecret 
ſnares of its own people, and on the other to the in- 
curſion of ſtrangers? But after all, the violence of 
theſe. was far leſs to be feared by it, than the treaſon 
of thoſe, It is much eaſier to guard one's ſelf againſt 
an enemy known to be ſuch, and who fights with 
open force, than to avoid the ſurpriſes of a traitor, | 
who under a falſe appearance of friendſhip hides the 
heart and deſigns of an enemy. The church had | 
therefore, as we have ſaid, two wars to maintain, the 
one Civil, and the other foreign, or to ſpeak more Fruly, 
| Col 


which they were refuſed in their own. 
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both of them civil. For thoſe who attacked it with- 


out, were the judges, the magiſtrates, and the ſol- 
diers; not foreign judges, nor magiſtrates of another 
empire, nor ſoldiers drawn from ſome barbarous nation; 
but all Romans, all living under the ſame princes, and 
governed by the ſame laws, all members of the ſame 
republic. But that which it had to defend itſelf 
againſt within on the part of its own relations, might 
havespaſſed for a war more than civil. For there the 


7 ſaw the brother delivering his brother, the father his 


children, and the huſband his wife. No ſecurity, no 
fidelity, on the parents fide, blood had loſt its privi- 
leges ; the moſt facred rights of nature, the cloſeſt 
ties of friendſhip, and the ſtricteſt alliance, all theſe 
were no other than imaginary connections, or at moſt 
exteriour and merely political. "Theſe unions ſo hol 


and fo venerable to people, even the leaſt civilized, 


were no longer known to the Romans, they violated 
them, they diſſolved them, they trampled upon them 


with impunity. It was during theſe domeſtic trou- 


bles of the empire and the church, that theſe three 
illuſtrious women gave this unparalleled example of a 
greatneſs of ſoul more than —— if however we 
ought to give the name of women to theſe admirable 
creatures, who in a body under the figure of women, not 
only included a manly courage, but who raifing them- 


ſelves above the ordinary ſtrength of nature, maniſeſt- 


ed a virtue .of which the celeſtial intelligences alone 
are capable. They abandoned their country, their 
family, their houſe, to go and ſeek in a foreign na- 
tion, that liberty of adoring and ſerving Jeſus Chriſt, .

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T was in ſo noble and ſo elevated a motive, that 
the faithful and generous Domnina, with her two 
daughters Berenices and Prodoſces, quitted the place 
of her birth. Let us ſtop a little and confider women 
of quality, brought up delicately, and in all the con- 
veniencies of life, going to expoſe themſelves to all 
the grievous conſequences of a long and painful jour- 
ney. If robuſt men, accuſtomed to travel, undergo 
__ notwithſtanding very great fatigues in the courſe of 
their journey, though they have convenient carriages, 
though they have many ſervants in their retinue, 
though the road be good and caſy to be kept, though 
the paſſage be not long, though, in a word, they have 
entire liberty to return home, what muſt have been 
the faith of Domnina, her reſolution, her love to Je- 
ſus Chriſt, when ſhe was ſeen walking on foot, with - 
out retinue, embaraſſed with the youth and beauty of 
her daughters, abandoned by her friends, betrayed by 
her neighbours, ſurrounded with enemies, making her 
eſcape through by-ways, through a thouſand dangers, 
in fear for her daughters, for herſelf, for their ho- 
nour, for her own life. In continual alarms, in the 
apprehenſion of being diſcovered, known, purſued, - 
and taken again. She departs from her native coun- 
try, from her city, GOT houſe, taking with her

two daughters of an exquiſite beauty; how, and 
where ſhall ſhe hide them ? where ſhall ſhe put them 
to conceal them from the curious ſearch of men, and 
from the malignant envy of women? Beauty makes 
its way every where; you know it, fathers and mo- 
thers, and how many cares you are obliged to take 
to prevent the ſeducers from approaching the place 
where you preſerve that of your daughters. You 
think you ſtand in need for that purpoſe of ſeparate 
apartments, the entrance of which 1s ſeverely forbid- 
den to men ; you ſhut the avenues cf them with dou- 
ble doors, with large bolts, and ſtrong locks ; you 

ce centinels there to watch day and night, This 


is not yet enough, you entruſt the keeping of them 


to ancient governeſſes, to nurſes and ſervants, whoſe 
fidelity is known to you. Nay, oftentimes you en- 


- truſt it to none but yourſelves : a mother has conti- 


nually her eyes open to the conduct of her daughter; 


a father makes a tour about her lodging; the other 


relations obſerve it at a diſtance; and with all theſe 
precautions, it happens, alas ! but too often, that this 
flower is plucked in ſpite of you. What then ſhall 
the wiſe and virtuous Domnina do, deſtitute of all 
theſe helps? Who ſhall be the guardian of the vir- 
ginity of her daughters? It ſhall be heaven; it ſhall 
be Jeſus Chriſt himſelf. For even as Lot in the midſt 
of Sodom, though his houſe was beſieged on every 
fide by the inhabitants of that infamous city, had 
nothing to dread from their inſolence, becauſe God 
Had ſent two angels to guard him. Thus our holy 
fugitives, though in the midſt of their enemies, were 
preſerved from ſo many dreadful accidents, which 
might naturally have happened to them, becauſe they 
had the Lord of Angels within them, who conducted 
them, The waves roared about them; large clouds 
of thunder and tempeſt rolled over their heads ; every 


thing was in motion to deſtroy them; aud yet they 


walked

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walked with a calm ſtep, and in an entire ſecurity. 
Three ſheep undertake to traverſe countries covered 
with wolves, deſerts inhabited by lions, and yet nei - 
ther the lions nor the wolves dare- ſo much as diſpute 
their paſſage. All men have chaſte eyes with regard 
to them; or rather God ſuſpends in their favour, 
during the whole courſe of their journey, the natu- 
ral effects of beauty. _ |

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AT journey at length terminated at Edeſſa. 
| That city in truth is far leſs poliſhed than 
many others; but we may ſay alſo to its advantage, 
that piety is in much greater eſteem there than elſe- 
where. Thus our illuſtrious travellers found in that 
eity an aſylum againſt the purſuits of impiety, and a 
port where they thought they might wait in ſecurity 
the return of a calmer ſeaſon. That city wy

holy therefore received the mother and the daughters, 
not as ſtrangers, but as citizens of heaven, and took 

the charge of them, as of a ſacred depoſit which God 
had entruſted to it. However, let no perſon accuſe 
theſe holy women of want of courage, for having thus 
taken flight from their perſecutors: for on that occa- 
ſion they only obeyed the precept of our Lord, which 
requires a perſon when he is perſecuted in one city to 
flee to another. This flight was ſo far from being 
ſhameful to them, that on the contrary it procured 
them a crown. And what a crown ? That which is 
promiſed to thoſe who deſpiſe all the advantages of the 
world, For whoſoever, ſays our Lord, ſhall, for m 
ſake, abandon his houſe, his brothers, his fiſters, his 
friends or his relations, ſhall receive an hundred fold, 
and ſhall have eternal life for an inheritance. (Matt. 
xix. 29). They had alſo the honour to have Jeſus 
Chriſt with them; fince he affirms, that when two or 
three are aſſembled any where together in his name, 
he will be there in the midſt of them. (Matt. xvili. 
20). With much more reaſon if they have baniſhed 
themſelves voluntarily for the love of him. But 
whilſt Domnina taſted ſome repoſe in this retreat, the 
emperors cauſed edicts to be publiſhed all over the em- 
pire, dictated by tyranny and cruelty : for theſe are 
the very terms of them : that relations, they ſay, muſt 
denounce their relations ; that huſbands muſt deliver 
their wives, fathers their children, and children their 
fathers; that brethren muſt accuſe their brethren, 
and friends muſt become the delators of their friends. 
Let us here remember the prediction of Jeſus Chriſt : 
the brother ſhall deliver his brother to death, and the 
father his ſon ; the children ſhall riſe up againſt their 
fathers and their mothers, and put them to death. 
(Matth. x, 21). In an inſtant all the cities were filled 
with traitors, murderers, and parricides. Fathers of- 
fered their hands to the judges to ſlay their own porn 
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dren : the children dragged their own fathers to the 
feet of the tribunals ; brethren ſold the blood of their 


brethren; all places were full of tumult and confuſion. 
Edeſſa was not exempt from this ſtorm, during which 


our holy women enjoyed a profound tranquillity, They 
did not regard themſelves as fugitives and exiles from 
their own country; they did not perceive that they 
were in want of the generality of thoſe things which 
render life agreeable ; the hope of future good things 
ſupplied them abundantly with all that was neceſſary 
for them ; faith was their country, and charity was 
their fortreſs to defend them from the inſults of the 
common enemy of mankind. Confirmed in theſe 
three virtues, they ſaw arrive at Edeſſa without emo- 
tion, the one her huſband, and the others their father, 
attended with ſoldiers to draw them from their retreat ; 
if, however, we. ought to give ſuch ſweet and agrees 
able names to a man who had taken upon himſelf ſo 
cruel and fo ſhameful a commiſhon. Let us ſpare 
him at leaſt in favour of a ſpouſe and two daughters 
that are martyrs, and let us not, by our reproaches, 
augment the pain which he perhaps feels in finding 
himſelf obliged, againſt his will, to deliver up what 
was moſt dear to him in the world, Let us rather 
confider the wife conduct of Domnina. When it was 
requiſite to avoid perſecution, ſhe prudently retired ; 
now that ſhe muſt combat, ſhe thinks no more on 
fleeing, Behold ſhe is ready to follow thoſe that are 
come to lead her away; ſhe follows them without con- 


ſtraint, though ſhe knows very well that they are 


leading her to death, Let us learn from-thence what 
we ought to do in the different conjunctures in which 
we find ourſelves : for as we ought not raſhly to go 
and meet danger, ſo we ought not baſely to flinch 
when it preſents itſelf, But let us follow our holy

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3 took them along the road which leads 
to Jeropolis, that is, the ſacred city. In a word, 
it was from a place near this city that they departed 
in order to arrive at that city which alone ought to 
bear the name of ſacred ; I mean the heavenly Jeruſa- 
lem; and that they gloriouſly terminated all their 
courſes in the manner I ſhall relate in few words. A 
river runs by the highway which leads from Edeſſa to 
Jeropolis. The ſoldiers who conducted them ſtopped 
to eat under ſome trees which were there, as it were 
by chance; and whilſt they were dining and thinking 
on nothing but drinking, our holy women thought on 
ſetting themſelves at liberty, It is ſaid that the huſ- 
band of Domnina conſented to it, and even aſſiſted 
them in deceiving their guards; I am pretty much of 
this opinion, and there is great appearance that he 
did fo, in order to ſcreen himſelf in ſome manner from 
the anger of the ſoyereign judge, and to have _ 
3 : "AO thing 
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thing to alledge in the day of judgment, which might 
diſcharge him in part from the crime of treaſon, 
which he had committed in delivering vp his wite and 
daughters to the tyrant, It is certain he amuſed the 
ſoldiers whilſt the ſaints, removing inſenſibly from 
them, entered into the river to be drowned. Let mo- 
thers lend an ear, let daughters be attentive ; let the 
one and the other learn hence their duties. Let theſe ' 
comprehend how far their obedience ought to extend, 
and let thoſe conſider what force their examples have. 
Domnina therefore goes into the river, taking her 
daughters by their hands; they all three went with 
the current of the water, which carried them away, 
ſuffocated them, and baptized them with a new and un- 
uſual baptiſm, with that baptiſm of which Jeſus Chriſt 
ſpeaks to the ſons of Zebadee, when he ſaid to them: 
you ſhall drink of the ſame cup which I ſhall drink, 
and you ſhall be baptized with the ſame baptiſm with 
which I ſhall be baptized, (Math. xx. 23). Thus 
that admirable woman was three times a martyr z once 
by herſelf, and twice in her daughters. What courage 
did ſne not ſtand in need of to execute the reſolution 
which ſhe had taken to throw herſelf into the river? 
But how heroic muſt it have been, when ſhe made 
the propoſition to her daugters to do the ſame! A 
mother has naturally leſs fear of death, with regard 
to herſelf, than for her children ; the ſtroke with which 
they are ſtruck, is infinitely more ſenſible to her, than 
that which ſtrikes herſelf, Let us therefore imagine, 
if we can, the violence which Domnina did herſelf 
by endeavouring to repreſs the ſtruggles of nature 
what an effort to extinguiſh the flames of materna 
love, to ſtifle all the motions of it, to appeaſe the 
murmurs of her heart, to calm the throbs of her 
bowels. If a, mother thinks herſelf unhappy when 
death comes and deprives her of a daughter who was 
dear to her; if after that ſhe finds life weariſome, 

| what 
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what a torment muſt it be to the ſoul of Domnina, 
who loſes not only one daughter, but two at once; 
who is not merely a ſpectatreſs of their deaths, but is 
herſelf the cauſe of them; it is ſhe that puſhes them 


to their loſs, that drags them to it, that precipitates 
them into it. ,

N the mean time the ſoldiers, who were ignorant of 
what had happened, expected them continually, 
but they were already in heaven with the angels; 
which thoſe men, deprived of the light of faith, were 
far from imagining. St. Paul ſays, ſpeaking of a mo- 
ther, that ſhe ſhall be ſaved by the means of her chil- 
dren ; here it is the contrary : for it is the children 
who owe their ſalvation to their mothers Let us now 
ſeek the reaſon which induced this woman to under- 
take ſo extraordinary an action. Whence came it that 
ſhe. did not wait tor the fentence of the governor, 
which would no doubt have made her obtain the 
honour of martyrdom ? why ſhould ſhe have pre- 
vented his judgment by condemning herſelf to death ? 
Whenee came it that ſhe would not even appear be- 
fore his tribunal? It was not becauſe ſhe feared tor- 
ment, but ſhe was afraid to ſee her daughters expoſed . 
to laſcivious looks; the ſight of the executioners was no 
- ways 222 to her, it was the -ſight of a corrupter 
that ſne dreaded. Thus unwilling to hazard the 
victory in a combat, ſhe began by erecting a trophy: 
in a word, ſhe rather choſe to ſnatch away the crown, 
than to contend for it. Ve mothers that hear me, 
bear teſtimony to the truth. Ve have experienced the 
pains of childbirth, but do ye conceive thoſe which 
rended the heart of Domnina, when entering into 
the river ſhe took her daughters in her hand? How 
was it that her hands did not become immoveable ? 
How was it thot her nerves were not contracted, or 
rather how could they lend their miniſtry to drag thoſe 
innocent victims to death? How could that mother, 
I ſhould ſay on another occaſion, the moſt unfortunate 
of all mothers; how, I ſay, could ſhe oblige her 
reaſon to conſent to what ſhe was about to do ? But 
it is in vain for us to ſeek what no perſon will ever be 
able to find, what the mind cannot conceive, nor 
words expreſs. None but ſhe alone, who then under- 
| went 
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went thoſe horrible pains, could ſpeak properly of 
them. But let us not give all our praiſes to the 
mother, let us reſerve ſome for the daughters; they 
certainly deſerve no leſs our elogies and our admira- 
tion. Let us confeſs that obedience was not on that 
oecaſion a virtue too eaſy to be put in practice. Ho- 
ever Domnina has no occaſion for coids or chains to 
bind the victims, they follow of their on accord, 
they do not flee from the altar. They go into the 
water with a ſurpriſing joy and tranquility. They 
had even the preſence of mind, and the charitable 
foreſight, to leave their ſhoes upon the bank, that 
their guards might not be in pain on their account, 
and that the ſhoes found by the river fide might be 
their diſcharge with the governor, who might have 
aecuſed them, and not without reaſon, of having let 
themſelves be corrupted with money, or by the 
charms of their priſoners, and of having facilitated 
their eſcape. Do ye not now find yourſelves quite 
full of veneration, of love, and reſpe& for the mo- 
ther and the daughters ? Let us profit by theſe mo- 
ments of fervour, and let us go and proſtrate ourſelves 
before their relics. It is certain that the ſhrines of 
the martyrs, and their ſacred bones, have the vir- 
tue to draw down the graces and bleflings of heaven 
upon thoſe that reverence them. Let us therefore not 
only on this feſtival, but on other days alſo, have: 
recourſe to them; let us beſeech and entreat them to 
be our patroneſſes; for they had great confidence not 
only while living, but dead alſo, and much more ſince 
they are dead: for now they bear the ſtigmas of Jeſus 
Chriſt ; and when they ſhew thoſe ſtigmas, they can 
e tlie king to all things. Since therefore they 
ave ſuch great power, and ſo much friendſhip with 
him, we ſhall inſinuate ourſelves as it were into their 
| familiarity by a continual recourſe to, and a perpetual 
_ viſitation of, them; and by their means we may ob- 

| tain 
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tain mercy of God, which we may all obtain by the 
grace of our Lord Jeſus Chriſt, by whom, and with 
whom glory be to the Father, together with the Holy 
Ghoſt, glory and empire for ages of ages. Amen.

QAcred flock of our Saviour, ye hin be Bis chats 
to be his people, a holy nation, a royal race ho- 
noured with the prieſthood, . numerous companies of 
the faithful, who run to this place from the towns and 
the country; what is the cauſe of your coming gh ? 
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Who obliges you to quit your hearths, and what mo- 
tive occaſions you to undertake ſo long a journey, and 
ſo painful, in ſo ſevere a ſeaſon, in the depth of winter, 
and in the time of froſts and ſnow ? All nature is 
actionleſs, all repoſes ; the ſoldier lays aſide his bow 
and arrows, to take them up again only in the ſpring ;

who by his 1 quelled the ſtorm laſt year which 
was ready to fall upon our provinces, who put a ſtop 
to that inundation of barbarians, that deluge of Scy - 
thians, with which our fields were about to be covered, 
if he had not gone to meet them, and had not ſpread 
terror amongſt their battalions, by ſhewing himſelf 
before their eyes, armed, not with a helmet adorned 
with feathers, or raiſed aloft with three creſts ; not 
with a ſword, whofe blade well poliſhed and tempered 
cuts iron and ſteel, but with the croſs of Jeſus Chriſt, 

with that croſs before which the moſt horrible evils 
take flight; that croſs which is fruitful in miracles ; 
that croſs, in fine, to which our ſaint owes all his 
glory. His great ſoul in leaving the earth, went to 
take its place in heaven; it there enjoys, with the 


other bleſſed ſouls, an infinite happineſs, whilſt its 


body repoſes here amongſt us in a magnificent tomb, 
where it is the object of our veneration and reverence, 


and receives the honour which is due to him whoſe 


extreme purity was never defiled whilſt the ſoul made 
its abode in it. Thoſe ſacred relics are as it were a 
precious depoſite, which each age carefully preſerves 
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in order to preſent it in the day of the general reſurrec- 
tion, as a rare and exquiſite portion of matter, 
adorned with a thouſand excellent qualities; a body 
very different from other bodies, whoſe deaths have 


been common and vulgar : for at the fight of ſuch the 


ſoul is ſeized with horror. We do not love to viſit 
their ſepulchres; and if chance makes us find any 
one open, we immediately turn our eyes from thence; 
thoſe remains having eſcaped the times and the worms 
make us ſhudder, and we flee from that object with 
precipitation, groaning at the ſorrowful condition of

T is not the ſame with the tombs of the ſaints, 
with thoſe places' fimilar to this where we are 


aſſembled this day, where the juſt man is honoured, 


where his relics become the object of the people's de- 
votion. Their eyes are inſtantly agreeably fixed by 


the magnificence of the object that preſents itſelf to 


them. A temple of a ſuperb architecture, and to 
which art has annexed a thouſand ornaments. Its 
walls are encruſted with a maſtic which imitates the 
poliſh of burniſhed filver. Here the ſculptor has care 
ved his relieves, which ſeem animated. There the 
painter has drawn as many maſterly ſtrokes in his 
r_ as he has given touches with his pencil. 
e fee painted there the principal actions of the mar- 
2 ; the horror which he had of the abominable ſacri- 
ce they propoſed to him is expreſſed upon his coun- 


tenance. There the different inſtruments of his tor- 


ments are perceived; here a furnace which was pre- 
pared for the ſaint, and into which he was to be 
thrown; nor has the painter forgotten to draw to 
the life the frightful and menacing mein of a ty- 
rant in fury; Jeſus Chriſt himſelf appears there as 2 
judge of the combat: in a word, the learned hand 
which drew all theſe figures ſets before our eyes, as it 
were, a large book, where we may read agreeably the 


| labours, the victory, the happy death, and the trium- 


phant entrance of the holy martyr into glory. The 
charming diverſity of the colours which form the cha- 
racters of them, gives to this place the air and agree» 
ment of a meadow bedecked with flowers. In fine, 


this painting, though mute as it is, has the ſecret of 


ſpeaking to the eyes, and of inſtructing by keeping fi- 
lence, The very pavement of this auguſt temple is a 
picture, where the ſurpriſing afſemblage of a million 


of little ſtones of difterent colours, completes the 


teaching of the pious traveller the hiſtory of the ſaint 
© that 
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that is reverenced here. But after that his eyes, ſur- 
* hd and charmed, have ſatisfied themſelves with the 
ight of ſo many rarities, he thinks on nothing more 


than to ſatisfy his devotion by approaching to the tomb. 


He believes he ſhall there find a ſource of bleſſings, 


his ſanctification, graces, and helps againſt. the ene- 
mies of his ſalvation.

Then they embrace the ſacred 
body, as if it were living, they kiſs it reſpectfully, 
they contemplate it eagerly, and with ſome part of it 
they touch their eyes, their mouth, their ears, and 
all their ſenſes. Afterwards they addreſs themſelves 


to him as if they ſaw him preſent, they pray him, 
they ſhed tears to affect him, they beg his inter- 


ceflion ; they earneſtly entreat him to become their ad- 


vocate with God, and their protector. Conceive from 


thence, my dear brethren, with what glory God is 
leaſed to crown his ſaints, how precious their death 
is before him. What king is there, what monarch 
is there, that has triumphed more gloriouily during 
his life, than the ſervants of God after their death? 
Where are thoſe great, thoſe powerful men of the 
earth? Let them tell us if the like honours have ever 


accompanied their interment? What vows have men 


carried to their tombs ! Which of thoſe takers of ci- 


ties, of thoſe ſeducers of the people, of thoſe fa.

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* happy country, which is enlightened with 
the firſt rays of the ſun, ſaw our illuſtrious-ſoldier 
born in the beginning of the laſt century, as it had 
ſeen the holy man Job born many ages before. The 
one and the other animated with one and the ſame 
ſpirit, manifeſted in their manners the ſame purity and 


the ſame rectitude. Now that our martyr dwells in a 
3} | | country 
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country ſubject to a ſovereign who is lord of the whole 
earth, we may ſay that the whole world is his country. 
Having enrolled himſelf in the Roman troops, he 
came with his legion to paſs the winter in Amaſia. 
At that time a bloody war was kindled in the empire 
on a ſudden, not by the unexpected incurſion of the 
barbarians, but by the management and intrigues of 
Satan. He cauſed the declaration of it to be pub- 
liſhed in an impious edict, which attacked God di- 
realy, by obliging the Chriſtians to renounce him, or 
to loſe their lives. Thus our new ſoldier, nouriſhed 
in piety, full of Jeſus Chriſt, wearing his profeſſion of 
faith written upon his forehead ; the happy Theodore, 
though little experienced in the art of war, appeared 
a man accompliſhed in the ſcience of the ſaints, and in 
the practice of virtues. He was not ſeen to yield tb 
fear, nor to turn pale at the ſight of dangers, nor to 
keep filence through baſenefs, or if they will, through 
an effeminate, or a political timidity. Otherwiſe as 
Herod and Pilate united formerly againſt Jeſus Chriſt, 
ſo the governor of Amaſia and the tribune of the le- 

gion, in which, Theodore ferved joined together to 
bring him to trial. They both having cauſed him to 
be cited before them, faid to him: whence comes this 
audacity in you, and who makes you ſo bold and 
fo raſh, as to dare refuſe to obey the orders of the 
emperor, you who ought to receive them upon your 
knees, and with a reſpectful fear? Why do you not 
adore the gods which the emperors have been pleaſed 
to make their ſubjects adore? Theodore, without 
changing countenance, anſwered with. a firm tone of 
roice : I know not many gods, and there never was 
more than one. You are in an error, when you ho- 
nour devils with the name of God, thoſe deceitful 
ſpirits and impoſtors. Jefus Chriſt is my God, the 
only Son of God. Whoſoever therefore ſhall be willing 
to conſtrain me to abandon my religion, if he pretends 
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32 St. Gregory's diſcourſe upon St, Theodore. 
to force me to it, by making me be ill treated with 
Kripes of the whip, he may alſo, if he pleaſes, make 
me be torn with iron claws, adding thereto burning 
coals; and if my diſcourſe. offends him, here is my 
tongue, let him order it to be cut out; my body ſhall 
be too happy in ſuffering in all its members for its 
creator- 'Thoſe generous words of our ſoldier brought 
down all the haughtineſs of the tyrants ; they ſaw a 
young man fighing after martyrdom, rejoicing at the 
ſight of torments, and ſwallowing, if I may be allow- 
ed this expreſſion, death as a delicious drink. But 
whilit they were deliberating upon the reſolution, and 
the means they were to take, one of thoſe ſoldiers 
whom they put at the head of the companies, and 
who piqued himſelf with rallying agreeably, under- 
took the martyr upon his anſwer. Oh! oh! Theo- 
dore, ſays he, God has a ſon! How then, has he 
children in the manner of men? Is he ſubject to their 
paſſions? And does he feel the irregularities of the fleſh 
like them? No, anſwered Theodore gravely, the God 
whom I adore is not ſubject to weakneſſes, nor to the 
groſs irregularities of men. He begets a ſon, it is 
true; but he begets him as God; and the admirable 
birth of that ſon is wholly divine, But thou whe 
acteſt the part of a wretched buffoon, doſt thou not 
bluſh to make a goddeſs of a woman; art thou not 
aſhamed to adore a divinity who brought forth, and 
who made as many little gods as a hare makes leverets, 
or a wild ſow young wild boars. The faint, by this 
piquing repartee, repulſed the cold rallery of the ido- 
lator. However the two tyrants affecting to ſeem cle- 
ment, and taking an air of feigned goodneſs, ſaid quite 
aloud: we muſt give the ſenſeleſs man time to return 
from his folly, perhaps the reflections he will make 
in his leiſure, may render him more wiſe. Thus they 
called that folly and wandering of mind, which was 


the higheſt wiſdom, and they would make the moſt he-

THERE was a temple at Amaſia dedicated to the 
mother of the gods, which the ancient pagans 


had erected to her by the ſide of the river which 
waſhes the walls of that metropolis.

dore, ſo far from hiding himſelf, or at leaſt from 
thinking to turn off the ſuſpicion which they might 
have of him as having cauſed that conflagration, pub- 
liſhed aloud, that he was the. author of it ; he even 
boaſted of it as an action which would cover. him with 
immortal glory. He openly made a jeſt of it amongſt 
the pagans, and turned their ſorrow for the loſs of 
their temple, and the goddeſs into ridicule, The ma- 
giſtrates cauſed him to be cited, he appeared, and 
ſpoke with a ſurpriſing liberty and full of confidence, 
as if he had nothing to fear; he ſeemed to be leſs 
the criminal that underwent the interrogatory, than. 
the judge that cauſed it to be taken: he even pre- 


vented it by his anſwers. In a word, the magiſtrates. 


perceiving that he loſt nothing of his firmneſs, that 
he ſeemed not to be frighted at the fight of torments, 


and that he ſpoke always with the ſame aſſurance, 
changed language themſelves, and becoming milder 


towards Theodore, they endeavoured to gain him by 
promiſes and flatteries. If you will ſubmit, ſaid they 
to him, and do what we delle of you, we engage our 
words to you, that in the very moment you do it, you 


| ſhall be taken from the mire, you ſhall be ennobled by 


the prince, and we will obtain for you the dignity of 
high prieſt, At this word high prieſt, Theodore be- 
gan to laugh; then taking a more ſerious air: truly, 
laid he, I eſteem the . Tak of the ſimple prieſts of 
your gods to be one of the moſt miferable upon earth; 
{ conſider them but as vile and cative miniſters of 
a vain and ridiculous ſuperſtition; what then can one 


think of the ſovereign ſacrificer ? His ſtate is leſs 


worthy of compaſſion than of horror. Thus among 


the wicked, the moſt villainous holds the firſt rank; 


and amongſt robbers, that man is choſen to be the 
a captain 
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captain, who has ſignalized himſelf by a greater num- 


ber of murders, Thus amongſt debauched young 


men, he is the moſt eſteemed who ſhews the greateſt 


eagerneſs to debauchery. Give yourſelves therefore 


no further trouble in making your offers available to 
me, I know the value of them better than you; you 
could promiſe me nothing more detetiable. It is 
much more advantageous to any one that would live 


in piety and innocence, to ſpend his days unknown 


and deſpiſed in the houſe of the Lord, than to occupy 
an honorable place in the palaces of ſinners. I aſſure 
you, that the blindneſs of your emperors, whoſe 
laws and power you cauſe to be ſounded fo high, oc- 
eafions my pity. Who would believe, that raiſed 


above other men by the ſovereign power with which 


they are veſted, they ſhould imagine they give a new 
ſplendor to their diadem, by taking the name of ſove- 
reign pontifs ; they do not ſee that they tarniſh the 
beauty of the imperial purple, by covering it with the 


gloomy garment of a ſacrificer; they do not ſee that 


the functions of that miniſtry degrade them; fince of 
emperors as they were they become cooks, occupying 
themſelves in a manner unworthy of the throne, in 
killing birds and having them dreſt, and by raking in 
the bowels of dead beaſts; and that they draw upon 
themſelves the contempt and indignation of the people, 
by appearing to them like butchers, with their hands 
and cloaths bloody. ”

NE feigned mildneſs of the judges vaniſhed at 

L this diſcourſe of the Saint, it could hold no longer 
againſt ſuch ſtrong and urgent words. They inſtantly 
broke out into injuries, calling him an impious man 
and a rebel: they reproached him for his want of 
reſpect towards the emperor and the gods; and mak- 
ing it their ſtudy to revenge the one and the other, 
they cauſed him to be. ſtretched upon the rack. Whilſt 
the executioners, attentive in tormenting him, ſweated 
plentifully, he without expreſſing any fign of weakneſs, 
ſung this verſe of the Pſalm, (xxx11ii. 2.) I will bleſs 
the Lord at all times, his praiſe ſhall be continually 
in my mouth. The executioners were wearied, but 
Theodore ſung as if another had ſuffered in his ſtead. 
He was taken from the rack and put in priſon. Many 
miracles were immediately wrought there, Concerts 
were heard there every night; and an abundance of 
torches enlightened thoſe frightful places; ſo that the 
goaler ran to the chamber of the priſoners faſt afleep ; 
and in a word, a great filence every where, and a 
profound obſcurity. However the judges ſeeing that 
all their endeavours were to no other purpoſe than to 
render the admirable Theodore the more firm and 
ev 7 e e e

immoveable in his faith, thought they ought to pro- 
ceed to the ſentence of death, by which he was con- 
demned to be burnt alive. That Saint, my brethren, 
finiſhed his courſe gloriouſly ; but in dying he left us 
his life to be an example to us, and his death to be 
the object of our veneration, He has afſembled the 
faithful about his tomb during an age: from thence 
he teaches the church, he puts the devils to flight, 
he calls back the angels of peace, he prays for us, he 
begs, he obtains. This ſacred tomb, if I may be 
allowed this ex preſſion, is the miraculous laboratory 
where ſovereign remedies are compoſed for all forts 
of maladies; it is a calm port which receives all thoſe 
into its boſom who are agitated by the winds of afflic- 
tions; it is an inexhauſtible treaſury from which pro» 
vidence draws continually to ſupply the poor in their 
wants; it is a peaceable and commodious ian for tra- 
vellers who are led thither by piety; in a word it is as 
it were a happy country where joy and feaſting are con- 
tinual, where there is a concourſe which is never in- 
terrupted: for tho* we celebrate this day with an 
extraordinary pomp, as the anniverſary of the triumph 
of the holy martyr, yet the other days of the year 
have their ſolemnity, in which devotion is daily 
renewed, and brings new pilgrims thither. Imagine 
to yourſelves a path covered with ants, ſome of which 
are going vp, and others are comipg down, and you 
will conceive the way which leads do this celebrated 
tomb, As to our parts who have at preſent the hap- 
pineſs to ſolemniſe this day, which the courſe of the 
ſun brings regularly every year, we come all together, 
O bleſſed martyr, to renew the memory of thy victory, 
and under thy auſpices to adore the almighty God,

Our wants are great, and we have many of 
them : intercede with the great king in favour of thy 
country: for the country of a martyr is the place where 
he received death ; and his citizens, his allies, and his 
relations, are thoſe who pofleſs his rehcs, who preſerve 
them, and reverence them. Diverſe misfortunes threat- 
en us, we ſce them approaching from day to day: the 
Scythians are advancing towards our frontiers, and 
that cruel nation brings after it diſorder, horror, and 
laughter. As a ſoldier, fight valiantly for us: as a 
martyr, ſpeak boldly in our favour. Tho” thy ſoul, 
exempt from paſſion, has never known in it the infir- 
mities of humanity, yet it has known them at leaſt in 


others; it is not ignorant of the wants and neceffitics 


of life, the frights and fears of nature at the fight of an 
ern danger. Beg for peace, that our hol 

aſſembly may not be interrupted, may not be diſturbed, 
may not be diſperſed by war; that the idolatrous ſol - 
dier may not come with a ſacrilegious hand to pluck us 
from the altars, and from thy tomb. Hitherto we 
acknowledge hee for our protector; and if the arms 
of the barbarians have ſpared this province, if we en- 
joy liberty and life, we are indebted to that powerful 
protection for them; may the paſt anſwer for th? fu- 
rure. Now if thou thinkeſt, great Saint, and nothing 
but humil ty could make thee think ſo, that it is ne- 
ceſſary to employ with God a ſtronger recommendation, 
more efficacious prayers, a greater number of interceſ- 


ſors, there are thy brethren the martyrs who will join 


themſelves to thee. Go, ſacred company, pray for a

to reſiſt you. Bring Peter alſo into our intereſt, bring 
Paul into it, make John the Divine and the well beloved 
Diſciple come into it: let them ſolicit, let them urge, 
for the preſervation of the chur. hes which were founded 
by them, for which they gave their blood and their 
lives.

riſe up again. That hereſy, that bad weed, may never 
grow in the vinyard of the Lord: that the tare-may 

not choak the good grain; that the ſtoney and barren 

ground and ſuch as have no moiſture, which cannot af- 
ford nouriſhment to the word, may be caſt out of the 
fie'd of the church; but that by thy powerful interceſ- 
fion, and that of thy companions, the chriſtian republic 
may become a fertile country, that it may be covered 
with rich harveſts,that it may be abundant in fruit, that 
all the inhabitants may gather at all times the fruits of
